William E. Dodd Jr. was beaten 
by Representative Howard W.. 
Smith, who opposed the wage-| 
hour and reorganization bills and 
reserved the right to vote against 
additional administration meas-. 
ures if he chose. | 

Representative Norman R. Ham-| 
ilton, who despite voting against 
the reorganization bill declared 
himself “a staunch supporter of 
the President,” lost to Colgate W. 
Darden, an announced “independ- | 
ent” candidate. | 
Concede Defeat. | 

Both Dodd and Hamilton con- | 
ceded defeat. Smith had a lead 
of 19,106 to 6,049 on returns from 
202 of 219 precincts. | 

Darden led Hamilton, 8.619 to 
8,303, in 69 of 128 precincts. A 
third candidate, W. Bruce Shafer. 
had 494. 

Dodd conceded defe er 
Smith's imued to pile 
up with littte chance of remaining | 
unreported precincts materially 
changing the ratio. 

To Vote Discretion. 

The incumbent, who first was 
elected in 1930, made only one 
campaign promise—a_ reiteration 
of that of 1930—to vote according 
to his discretion in congress. Dodd 
campaigned on a 100 per cent New 
Deal platform. 

Smith also carried Alexandria, | 
home of CIO Chieftain John L. 
Lewis, 3,100 to Dodd's 1.435. | 

Meanwhile, in Kansas, the Rev. 
Gerald B. Winrod, denounced by 
clergymen and political leaders as 
a “Nazi” who advocated religious

all Trees of 
Heaven are destroyed—in accord- 
ance with the law. 

The tree with the celestial name 
—to be brutally frank about the 
matter—stinks to high heaven, it 
is said. It’s so bad at times that 
it makes people sick just to smell 
it. Hence the law against it,

in Atlanta must 
have been pretty

J. H. Harwell approved it Septem-

The Japanese communique, de- 
cribing the attack which came at 
4 P. m. (Atlanta time) Tuesday, 
said “Japanese troops waited until

The work being done in Hancock and Glas- 
cock counties for the elimination of mal- 
‘nutrition among the children and adults alike, 
strikes at the root cause for a large proportion 
of human and economic failure of today. 

Lack of a proper diet is the cause for in- 
numerable diseases of mankind and there are 
few forms of failure, physical, moral or spirit- 
ual, which cannot be traced, in iarge part, to 
bodily defects resulting from improper or in- 
sufficient feeding. 

From the child whose body is stunted and 
warped for lack of the strength-giving foods 
so essential during the growing period, to the 
overstuffed glutton who has “dug his grave 
with his teeth,” the evils of insufficient, too 
much, unbalanced or improper diet, can be 
found as the base of nine-tenths of human 
suffering. : | 

Jf the two counties which are forming the 
testing place for this experiment in proper and 
ample feeding of all the people, can lead the 
way for the entire state, a large part of the 
battle for improved living conditions will have 
been won. The state health department and 
the children’s bureau of the department of la- 
bor are jointly conducting the experiment, in 
the two counties, for a period of years. 

The work has many divisions, from the pro- 
duction of the desired foods in the fields, its 
preparation and preserving, the cooking and 
preparation. Mothers are being taught the 
best way to assure health for their babies and 
old men and women are learning the correct 
diets for happy good health in later years 
and increased longevity. 

The people of both counties are entering 
into the campaign with full enthusiasm. As it 
goes on they are learning more of the need and 
of the method. Thus the educational work, 
essential to any human improvement, goes for- 
ward pace by pace with the material effort. 

A new day may dawn for Georgia, the south 
and the nation, as a result of these experiments 
. In Hancock and Glascock counties. The social 
. machinery has been set up, all over the nation, 
for the ending of hunger-bringing poverty. 
Georgia may, in a year or two, provide the one 
missing link—the production and distribution 
of foods—now growing in “crop surplus” quan- 
_tity—among the people who most need them. 


DO PRE-SHRUNK FABRICS SHRINK? 


One more important domestic problem, long 
a source of irritation, is at last on the way 
to a satisfactory solution. Where, for instance, 
is the woman who has not wanted to learn, 
other than by bitter experience, to what ex- 
tent “pre-shrunk fabrics shrink?” So the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, on_ representations 
made by the American Home Economics Asso- 
Ciation, has set up rules requiring all woven 
cotton yarn goods labeled “pre-shrunk” to also 
indicate the exact percentage of residual 
shrinkage remaining in the fabric. Similar in- 
formation is to be required in advertisements 
making reference to shrinkage. 


“This,” according to a spokesman for the 
association, “is a great victory in the woman’s 
fight for the right to know what she is buy- 
ing.” To make her calculations easy, it is pro- 
posed that charts be furnished—indicating 
what the different percentages of shrinkage 
mean in terms of the human figure. As an 
example, a 27-inch waist, which has shrunk 5 
per cent, would be one and three-eighths inches 
Smaller than the original measurement. 


The general purpose of the new regulations, 
explains the trade commission announcement, 
is to provide for the elimination of unfair 
methods or practices concerning the pre-shrunk 
character or residual Shrinkage of woven cot- 
ton merchandise. The term, residual shrink- 
age, of course Means the shrinkage or shrink- 
ing properties remaining in the goods after 
having undergone the pre-shrinkage process. 
Inasmuch as scientists, years ago, perfected a 
process which controlled residual shrinkage to 
1 per cent or less, it has long been possible to 
make cotton garments with a permanent fit. 
The new regulations are expected to change 
possibility into reality.

OPPORTUNITY CREATED 


City council, by its action of Mcnday, made : 


possible reforms in one phase of local govern- 
mental activity which has long cried for change, 
Reform of the city prison and probation system 
was not actually affected by council’s action. 
Rather the way was paved, the opportunity was 
created, for the future realization of that re- 
form. 

The election of H. H. Gibson as general man- 
ager of the prisons and city farm should re- 
sult in better operation. Mr. Gibson comes to 
the service of the city with highest recommen- 
dations and his training at the College of Agri- 
culture, at Athens, should result in better direc- 
tion of the farm. This will, of course, take time 
and it will be several years before the full effect 
of the new regime is shown here. 

The decision of council to create a new com- 
mittee of three, to be named by the mayor, to 
be responsible for the city prison affairs, should 
result in much more efficient and satisfactery 
conduct of the prisons. Mayor Hartsfield may 
be trusted to name this committee without po- 
litical consideration and it should remove the 
prisen affairs entirely from political connection. 
The vast improvement in conditions at Grady 
hospital since that institution was taken from 
the influence of the politician is a standing 
illustration of the value of such action. 


Whether or not Mayor Hartsfield exaggerat- 
ed when he said conditions at the city prison 
are “an ungodly mess,” there can be no question 
there is vast room for improvement, Without 
any reflection upon the work of the previous 
manager, the change in responsibility cannot 
but provide a chance to undo the “mess” de- 
scribed by the mayor. 

Removal of prison control from the 
hands of a politically created committee must, 
inevitably, work for the better operation of an 
institution which, at least indirectly, affects the 
well-being of the entire city. 

It affects us all, because it becomes, if im- 
properly conducted, a moral and physical 
plague spot ready, at any opportunity, to con- 
taminate any individual in the city. 


WHISTLES AND CHURCH BELLS 


Factory whistles and church bells joined in 
a glad symphony of optimism as 10,000 workers 
at Altoona, Pa., started back to their jobs in 
the Pennsylvania Railroad shops. Those shops 
have been closed and silent since January last. 

Now, with a building program to cost more 
than eight million dollars launched by the rail- 
road company, jobs and pay envelopes and in- 
dependent self-support come back to the thou- 
sands who depend upon those railroad shops 
for their livelihood. 

The church bells join with the factory 
whistles in heralding the new hope that has 
come to Altoona. It is fitting that this be so. 
For there can be no living church that does not 
take closest interest in the life affairs of its 
people. No religion can be worth its cost to the 
souls of men that does not rejoice with them 
in the material good that comes their way. 

There is additional reason for happiness in 
Altoona in that the return to local prosperity 
does not come because of any “made jobs” 
through governmental activity. Such “made” 
jobs are, at best, only temporary affairs to tide 
over an emergency. They involve heavier ex- 
pense upon the taxpayers of the nation. They 
are, in actual effect, merely an abortive attempt 
of misled economists to induce man to try and 
lift himself by his own bootstraps. 

The reopening of the Altoona railroad shops 
is the result of new confidence by private in- 
dustry and private capital. It means really new 
money put into circulation in the city, money 
that has too long laid idle. Such a return to 
work, through investment, of private funds 
means more, in the long economic view, for the 
nation than all the redistribution of tax moneys, 
by collection from one group for spending by 
another. In the former case it is new lifeblood 
in the nation’s economic veins; in the latter, it 
is merely a stirring up of the old, debilitated 


supply.

BRITAIN’S BATTLE FOR BOMBERS 
(From The Cleveland Plain-Dealer) 

Britain is getting into the air with a vengeance. 
Appropriations for aerial defense for the fiscal 
year have been increased by $114,500,000 to $632,- 
000,000. The air personnel is being recruited from 
32,000 to 50,000. The government has ordered 
1.000 Spitfire fighting planes from the company 
of Baron Nuffield, Britain’s foremost automobile 
manufacturer; it has bought 400 Wright Cyclone 
motors to be installed in 200 reconnaissance planes 
from United States manufacturers and it is send- 
ing an official mission to Canada for a double 
purpose. 

With Sir Hardman Lever, former financial sec- 
retary of the treasury as head, the mission will 
seek to step up Canadian plane production and 
make arrangements to use the Dominion as a 
training base for pilots. 

Canadian manufacturers anticipate orders to- 
taling a minimum of $200,000,000 over a period 
of years. Most of them are ready to turn their 
plants over to the manufacture of bombers which 
is Britain’s greatest need. Thus London is calling 
on the resources of the empire as well as friendly 
nations to put her air defenses in order. The 
capacity of her home plants is limited. There is 
such a shortage of skilled mechanics that Com- 
mons has debated the possibility of repatriating 
skilled men who emigrated to the United States 
during the decade from 1920 to 1930. 

In seeking to use Canada as a training base, 
the air ministry points out that the British Isles 
are not large enough for long-distance training 


_ flights so necessary for pilots of bombers. If 


such an arrangement is made it may tie Canada 
more closely to the empire and its defense problem 
than the present Liberal government of Premier 
Mackenzie King desires. 

. The speed with which Britain seeks to bring 
her air forces up to the standard believed neces- 
sary is a result of the air armament race in which 
all Europe is engaged. It is evidence that the 
next war will be in considerable part an aerial 
conflict with civilians bearing the burden as they 
do in Spain and China today. And defense when 
used in connection with the air means attack, 
for it is by devastating the enemy’s home territory 
that every nation hopes to protect its own. 


/THE CAPITAL PARADE

' DOCUMENTARY TO-DO WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Among 


the fiscal and financial experts of 
the New Deal, there is a tremendous to-do at the moment over a 
document modestly entitled “A 1938 Memorandum Regarding the 
Federal Securities Act of 1933.” It carries no author’s name, and 
is subtitled only “Prepared for Discussion Purposes.’\, But, except 
for its slight air of mystery, it would normally seem an admirably 
written, well got-up study. of the securities laws, containing recom- 
mendations for important changes. 

As it happens, however, the pamphlet was sent to the Securities 
and Exchange Commission as the product of Morgan, Stanley & Co. 
According to the SEC’s New York informants, the great under- 
writing house, off-shoot of J. P. organ & Co., has given the 
pamphlet a wide circulation in findneial circles. The SEC accepts 
the attribution, and therefore traces to Morgan, Stanley such recent 
moves toward amendment of the securities laws as the Investment 
Bankers’ Association decision to study the matter. 

There are two reasons for all the excitement. First, the mem- 
orandum recommends, among other things, that banks be permitted 
to re-enter the underwriting field, and that the SEC membership 
on enlarged to seven or nine. These recommendations are decidedly 

aring. 

And, second, the New Dealers have come to expect political 
quiesence from Morgan’s and Morgan, Stanley. In the old Repub- 
lican and early New Deal days, J. P. Morgan & Co. was often con- 
sulted on steps to be taken by the Treasury. But since the great 
battles of the banking, securities and exchange acts, Morgan’s and 
Morgan, Stanley have tended to their knitting. Thus the New Deal- 
ers have been taken by surprise. 3 


SEEING REALLY RED The Morgan, Stanley memorandum, if 


such it be, is distinctly moderate in 
tone. Each of its 10 recommendations is prefaced with careful, 
fairly factual argument. Its central thesis is that the present securi- 
ties laws unwisely hamper the flow of new capital into industry. 
Many facts are adduced to prove this—among others that, because 
public offerings have been made so difficult, “over a billion dollars 
of securities have been placed by private sale in the three years, 
1935 to 1937, inclusive.” Its only thoroughly controversial rec- 
ommendations are those concerning bank underwriting and the size 
of the SEC. As summed up in the memorandum, they read: 
“Additional capital in the underwriting business is necessary. 
Banks and trust companies shoud be allowed to underwrite, but not 
to engage in retail distribution (of securities). This will require 
not only appropriate amendments of the banking act of 1933, but 
also amendments of the liability sections of the securities act. 
“The size of the Securities and Exchange Commission should be 
immediately increased to at least seven, and probably to nine, 
members,” 
These make the most ardent New Dealers see really red. Bank 
underwriting was the great object of attack of the Pecora inves- 
tigation and the inner circle of the New Deal has never lost its 
conviction that banks, and especially J. P. Morgan & Co., should 
be kept out of the underwriting business. s for the increase In the 
size of the commission, its ostensible puypose is to permit SEC de- 
partmentalization, on the lines of the C. But New Dealers see 
in it an effort ot get greater conservAtive representation on the 


commission. 


A PRIMA-FACIE CASE The other recommendations are dis- 


tinctly technical, and, while few of 
them are even accepted in theory by SEC experts, they have aroused 
less excitement. They are in part: 

“Material simplification and co-ordination of all federal legis- 
lation dealing with the securities markets is of the greatest im- 
portance. ... The present machinery of registration (of the securi- 
ties) should be simplified. The registration statement (should be 
abolished) as a separate document, and (there should be filed) in 
place thereof only a prospectus, with exhibits. . .. The present 
length of prospectuses should be cut down.... 

“The liability provisions (affecting offerers of new securities) 
should be changed. . . . The present prohibition as to solicitation 
(or sale of new securities before final registration) should be re- 
moved. ... The period for the compulsory delivery of prospectuses 
should be cut down. ... Subunderwriting should be made practi- 
cable. . . . Rules should be adopted, so as to handle the problem 
(of defining pegging, fixing and stabilizing of prices of newly of- 
fered securities).” 

The prima-facie evidence, down to the physical appearance of 
the memorandum, which resembles other documents from Mor- 


gan’s, testifies that the foregoing recommendations do come from 


Morgan, Stanley. What the result of the recommendations will be, 
none can foretell. But it may be noted that the New Dealers have 
watched. the vast proportion of total underwriting now done by 
Morgan, Stanley with a distinctly jaundiced eye.

NEWNAN, Ga., Aug. 2.—E. C4 
Westbrook, cotton and _ tobacco 
specialist of the Georgia Agricul- 
tural Extension Service, said here 
today the excessive rains through- 
out the state “are causing severe 
the Georgia cotton 


crop.” 


“The rains are greatly aiding the 
already heavy boll weevil infesta- 
tion,” Westbrook said, “and in ad- 
| dition they dre causing the young 
bolls to shed. As a matter of fact. 
the abnormal shedding of small 
bolls, due to excessive rains, is 
causing a greater loss in many 
fields than the boll weevil.”

NAVY STILL HOPES 
TOLOCATE CLIPPER 


Planes, Surface Craft Order- 
ed To Widen Search 


of Sea. 


MANILA, Aug. 3.—(Wednes- 
day )—Still hopeful that 15 per- 
sons aboard the missing Mawaii 
Clipper might be alive, drifting 
with ocean currents, navy officers 
ordered a widened search today 
by planes and surface craft. 

They directed the search be swung 
northward of the place where at 
12:09 p.m. Friday (Manila time) 
the Clipper in a last rouéine radio 
report said she was flying 9,100 
feet above the sea. This was about 
500 miles from Manila on the 
Guam leg of the flight from Ala- 
meda, Cal. 

Army commanders, co-operating 
with the navy, said that while 
search today by their planes was 
indefinite, they were willing to 
undertake any assignment sug- 
gested by the Pan-American Air- 
ways. 

Samples from an oil patch on 
the waves some 400 miles east of 
San Bernardino strait, were being 
brought to Manila for analysis. 

Officials hoped the .- analysis 
would show whether the samples 
contained aviation gasoline or 
aviation oil. If they did, it would 
almost prove they came from the 
Clipper, since no other plane was 
that far seaward when the big 
ship disappeared.
